John Hookingberry, who has been sent 


to the state penitentiary BO often that it 
is difficult to recall the number of trips 
he has made, lies ic the body of the 
county jnil, waiting to be tried for his 
latf st, offense against the statutory laws 
of the state. John has made a reoord as 
a thief 
He ia a petty thief. He has 


never attempted to freeze on to anything 
of great valoe. It is nearly always a 
shovel or a p:ck, or a wash-boiler, or 
something like that. Usually John con- 
tended that he bought or traded for the 
goods. And sometimes he siid he found 
them, contending that the polico couldn't 
prove anything against him. 


Wilson Woodford, the colored lawyer, 


has taken Hockingbsrry's ccsa and will 
defend him in court. Strong efforts will 
be made to convicce the jury that John 
is insane. In days agone when John 
stood up in court to receive sentence 
parties have remarked that he was surely 
a kleptomaniac, and it has been said that 
he should be sent to an insane asylum 
instead of the penitentiary. Since eariy 
manhood Hookingberry has been going 
to prison at regular intervals, He has 
associated for over twenty years with the 
worst olobses of criminals, and has had 
no opportunity to improve his mind 
or 
make 
any 
change 
in 
his 


habits. 
It has been 
all one way, 


with him—always towards the gates of a 
prison. 


vVheu John came from Joliet last sum- 


mer his hands were rough with toil. He 
had worked in the hirness department, 
nnd he bragged on his ability to make as 
good a set of harness aR the most expert 
miin in that line in the- world. He said he 
wns going to live an honest life. He 
could not get employment at his trade 
iu a Deentur shop, and finally he went to 
work ut the Mattes brick yard. He had 
not been there long nLtil somebody 
missed some tools. John had them at his 
home. Ia different parts of the city 
other tools were stolen. The thefts were 
traced to John. And not long since 
some gloves were stolen from in front of 
n store. John had a hand in that job. He 
returned tbe gloves oo promise of secur- 
ing his liberty. Now he will face a charge 
of sodomy and his attorney will en- 
deavor to have him pronounced insane. 
Nearly twenty witnesses have been sum- 
moned to appear in court on Monday to 
testify in behalf of the defendant.

Mrs. Nancy M. McGurthy, wife of 


David S. MoGurthy, passed away during 
Saturday night at her borne, No. 344 
West Carro Gordo street, in the 53d year 
of bar age. 


The circumstances of her death are 


peculiarly sad. She was us well os usual 
Saturday night, althoago she had been 
in rattier poor health during the past six 
years. The lady was able to pertoi-m her 
household duties, and was in the sitting 
room with her husband Saturday even- 
ing. Along about 8 o'clock Mr.MoGnrthy 
aaid: "Mother, I guess I'll go to bed." 
She answered: "Well, don't forget the 
flat iron," Those were the last words 
exchanged between husband and wife. 
During the cold weather Mrs. MeQnrtly 
ha J been in the habit of using a heated 
iron to keep her feet warm. The hus- 
band took the iron up stairs with him 
and put it in the bed; he then disrobed 
and retired, and was soon asleep. He 
does not recall exactly the time when his 
wife went to bed, but he thinks it was at 
about 9 o'clock. Her entrance awoke 
him. She made no complaint of illness, 
and was soon between the blankets. 
Sunday 'corning Mr. MoQnrtby woke at 
5 o'clock, thinking it was Monday morn- 
ing and th'it he had to get breakfast and 
gjtowoik. He threw the quilts back to 
get out, nnd as he did BO hiB hand came 
in contEct with his wife's hand. He 
said: "Why, mother, your hand is cold." 
She 
did 
not 
answer him, and 


he 
soon 
had 
secured 
a 
light. 


Taking the lamp to the bedside, and 
making a has'y examination in that 
quiet hour, alone in the room, Mr. Mc- 
Gnrlhy found that his wife wse cold in 
aeath. She had probably died in the 
caily purl ot the night, possi'-Jy soon 
after she retired, and there all through 
the night the husband unconsciously 
slept beside the corpse. The lady was 
lying on her back, with one arm stretched 
out, the other partly folded at her side. 
There was no evidence of a struggle. 
Death came quickly and left no trace of 
Buffering. 


Mr. McGnrthy wakened his two chil- 


dren, who oooupy ro >ma on the same 
floor, and one was sent to bring Dr. Ira 
N. Barnes to the house. He responded 
to the summons, but he was unable to do 
anything. It was a case of heart disease, 
with which the deceased had been 
afflicted for many years. To her friends 
she had remarked that some day she 
would be found dead in bed. Her pre- 
diction came true. She always felt that 
death to her would come quickly. 


To-day Coroner Bendure held an in- 


quest on the body, and tae jury brought 
in ft verdict of death from heart disease. 


The jnrymen were John A. Brookway, 


W. N. Lanham, James Lindsay, Linn 
Kadoliff, William 'fowling and Ed Leech. 
The only witness was Mr. McGurthey, 
whose statement was substantially as 
given above.

parents were natives of Tennessee, 
was born in Shelby county, 111., on Feb- 
ruary 21, 1840, and in 18<>3 she became 
the wife of David 8. McQirthy. There 
are three children—Ellis McGart.hy, of 
Little Book, Arkansas; Louis B. and 
Paldys G. McGnrthy, of Deoatur. She 
Was a member of tue First Baptist church 
and of Progress Lodge No. 141, Daugh- 
ters of Kebekah. She was the last sur- 
viving member of her family. All of her 
relatives preceded her to the grave.Neigh- 
bors and friends speak well of MM de- 
ceased. She had lived in the city for a 
long term of years, and had many per- 
sonal acquaintances among tha older 
residents of the community, who loved 
her for her many exoellent qualities of 
head and heart. There are m.my in the 
community who will u.onrn her death ae 
thit of a near and dear friend.

Beeve and Hiram Johnson to open books 
to receive subscriptions to s'ock to tbe 
amount of 850,000. 


It ia proposed to plat the 40 acres into 


burial lota, enclose the ground, and open 
it for use at as early a date as possible.

Court House Committee Meeting..

Tbe Building committee of the Board 


of Supervisors met yesterday and exam 
ined the work which has been done on 
the new court house. Everything was 
found acceptable except the wal's anc 
ceilings. The committee allowed Con 
tractor Moses $2,000 on the woodwork 
as far as it was done. This makes jus' 
$70,000 that has so far been paid on th< 
contract. There is a great deal of worl 
yet to be done on tha building, but it i 
expected that it will be completed b; 
March 1. The committee, howflvar, re 
fused to accept the walls, BO far as com 
pleted, holding that the finish is not BO 
cording to the terms of the contract. Th 
specifications require that all of the wal' 
shall be tinted, according to tbe direc- 
tions of the committee. This the con- 
tractor admits, but claims that he had a 
verbal agreement witti N. A. Bucking- 
ham, of Jacksonville, who furnished the 
plans and specifications, that he was not 
to be held to the tinting of the walls; 
that he was to be let off from about $200 
worth of work. Buckingham denies that 
there was any such agreement, and the 
committee claims that the first they 
heard of the alleged agreement was from 
the contractor. 
The committee have 


unanimously decided that Contractor 
Moses would have to do this work accord- 
ing to the specifications, and have sent 
him notice to that effect.

SOME COLD W 1.NTEKS. 


The Present Se son Recalls Some 


Former Eecord-Breakers. 


The present severe winter has of course 


set all the oldest inhabitanta to talking 
about the cold weather they have seen in 
days gone by and also to fishing up the 
records. Here are some faots of interest. 
In 1709-10 was the winter known by dis- 
tinction as the "cold winter." All the 
rivers and lakes of Europe froza solid to 
the bottom. In Poland and all of North 
Germany the earth was frozen nine feet 
deep. The Adriatic, the Baltic and the 
Black Sea were all frozen over. Even at 
Genoa, in "Sunny Italy," the Mediterra- 
nean was frozen for milea out at sea. 
In 


1716 the Straights of Copenhagen were 
frozen over BO that the people trave'ed 
over the ioe in perfect safety. The win- 
ter of 1740-41 was scarcely lees severe 
than that of 1709-10; snow laid 10 feet 
deep in Spain and Portugal for seven 
weeks. The Zoyder Z=)e was frozen over, 
and thousands crossed it on the ioe j net 
for the mere novelty of the experience. 
In 1744 snow laid 23 feet deep ou a level 
throughout Southern Russia. 
In 1771 


the Elbe froza to the bottom, and ioe 
formed five feet thick on the l>anabe 
below Vienna. 


In America the record has been almost 


equally as startling. In 1730 and again 
in 1821 New York harbor was frozen over 
so solidly tliat teams wore driven in 
safety over to Stateu Island on the ioe, 
Indiana, Ohio and Illinois weather of 
1855 WBB so severely cold th.it the indi- 
cating fluid in all mercurial thermome- 
ters congealed solidly in the bulbs of the 
instruments. On the ISth and 24th days 
of January, 1881, eigbty-ons persons were 
frozen to death in the United States. 
Even as far south as Mobile people 
who hardly knew what frost meant saw 
the mercury sink to zero. 


SUES GEN. PAVBY 


For Alleged Violation of Bond and 


Possession ot Papers.

Shortly after noon toddy papers were 


filed in the oironit court by Attorney Gen- 
eral Moloney in a suit against Cdarles 
W. Pavey as principal and Alvin Gilbert, 
8. T. Strattan, John K. Allen, W. 0. Paoe 
and Thomas L. Moss as bondsmen, for a 
violation of the bond of 850,000 given by 
Mr. Pavey and his friends for the faithful 
performance of his duties as auditor of 
public aooonnts of the state of Illinois. 


The suit was commenced as a result of 


a conferanoe held yesterday evening by 
the democratic leaders and was done up- 
on orders from Acting Gevernor Gill. 
The matter provoked mnoh discussion at 
the oonferenca held yesterday evening. 
Speaker Crafts and Secretary Hicriohsen 
were not sure that the immediate action 
was best and wished tbe matter delayed. 
The lieutenant governor took the respos- 
ibility upon hie own shoulders and made 
the order. 


A separate action, probably in replevin, 


will be brought to recover possession of 
the cueb books, etc., now withheld by 
Mr. Pavey. 
The oases will probably 


come np at the March term of oonrt. 


THERE aro chumps who think it wise 


to go about inquiring what the difference 
between the Republican and Democratic 
party is.

ELECTRIC STREET LIGHTING. 


Statistics Gathered by Egbert J. 


Finley and Published in "Tbe 


Review of Reviews"—De- 


catur Included. 


An interesting article, by Robert J. 


Fialey, on "Electric Street Lighting in 
American Cities," appears in The Review 
of Reviews for February. 
Mr. Finley 


takes up the question of municipal versus 
private supply. He Eays it has been less 
than six years since the field of eleotno 
lighting was first entered by the munici- 
pality, and that now, more than one 
hundred and twenty-five cities, in all 
parts of the United States, own and 
operate plants. His information is that 
more cities would own their own plants 
were it not tot constitutional provisions 
which limit the amount of debt a city 
may icon;1 beyond a email per oent. of the 
taiable basis of the community. 
Thus 


the inability co issue bonds has barred 
many cities from owning their own plants, 
and as a result, such cities are forced to 
depend upon private corporations for 
electric lighting, while others voluntarily 
have contracted with private corporations 
for light. This brings Mr. Finley to in- 
vestigate the difference in the cost of 
eleotri3 lighting, as between cities owning 
their own plant and cities supplied by 
private companies. 
The result of this 


investigation is largely in favor of cities 
owning their own plants. 


He has tabulated reliable data from 


twenty-three cities owning their plants, 
which shows the average cost of operat- 
ing each arc light for the fiscal year 
1889-90 to be 853.04, or, including inter- 
est ai.d depreciation at 12 per cent.; to- 
tal ooet of plant and buildings, $86.64. 


He also publishes a table showing the 


average cost per era light, for the earns 
period, for twenty-nine cities that are 
lighted by private companies to be, 
5106 01. 


This bhowing is largely in favoi of 


cities owning their own plants, which Mr. 
Finley accounts for in this way: Private 
corporations conduct their business for 
profit. 
The municipality 
does no 


Municipal electric lighting plants are 
operated in connection with municipal 
water works, which makes the running 
expenses of the electric lighting plant 
comparat'""ly light. Bocse cities in this 
wsy have It nd it necessary to add only 
two or three employes to the water works 
force. 


In making these comparisons care has 


been taken to compare cities having as 
near as possible the same arc light ser- 
vice including period of illumination. 
Among the cities owning their electric 
lighting plants and furnishing their own 
light at the least cost per aro light per 
year, are: Deoatur, 849.18; Bloomington, 
850; Elgin, 843; Paris, 840; Bowling 
Green, Ky., 850; Bangor, Me., 845; 
Ypsilanti, Mich , 823 60; Gallion, O , 835; 
Marietta, O., $38; Chambersburg, Pa., 
845; Meadville, Pa., 84743; Titusville, 
Pa., 840; and Staunton, Va , 824. (Staun- 
ton furnishes light to private parties, the 
proSts from which reduces the cost per 
aro light.) 
Among the cities owning 


plants, where the ooet is greatest per aro 
light, are: Topekh, Kan., $97.50; St. Jos- 
eph, Mo., 872; Easton, Pa,, 887; and 
Galveston, T»x., $87.60. 


The lowest ooet per arc light per year, 


to cities supplied by private companies 
is in Arkansas City, Kan., 872. The 
highest Kansas City, Mo.,8200 73. 


Mr. Finley also notes the fact that 


cities furnishing their own light have re- 
duced the cost very materially since the 
end of the fiscal year 1890.

Whatever may be truly eaid of D»vid 
Bennett Hill's course toward Mr. Cleve- 
land when it is compared with that of 
Mr. Clarkaon's conduct toward Mr. Har- 
riaoa, while both are due to personal 
cpite, it shows that in a large degree 
tlill is a lender, while CUrkson is a mere 
howler without a following.

Having read the interview before 
publication, the Tribune showed lhat it 
haJ a proper conception of Clarkson's 
moti\ea in seeking it, and was not dis- 
posed to allow its influence to be used 
for pulling Mr. Clarkson'a "chestnuts 
out of tbe fire." Having Clarkson's 
op'nion of the political mistakes of Har- 
rison, the country ought to be made 
f;,'iii!iiir with the mistakes of Clarkeon. 
1C thia were possible, wj are eatisQed 
that it would ba fully as interesting aa 
his review of the mistakes of Harrison. 


In the very beginning of the interview 


Mr. ClarksoQ auya: "It is contemptible 
to criticise one man for a whole party's 
mistake." Had he followed this assump- 
tion bis interview would hive ended 
right there, but he Jfxl not start oat to 
be fair and he did not stop until he had 
fully violated his own advice by ohsrg- 
ing that President Harrison U responsi- 
ble for the party's defeat. It is scarcely 
necessary to call attention to the fact 
that the trouble with Clarkson is that 
the President failed to appoint him to the 
cabinet. Had this been done it is fair to 
presume that those ucta of the President, 
which he now regards as grave errors, 
would appear to have been correct and 
patriotic. Tho interview itself bears tes- 
timony to the fact that there was more 
effort to "get even" than to be fair.

to his renomination. Every item of op- 
position he encountered in his renoroinK- 
tion ia attributable to the one matter of 
patronnge, and it waa the attacks made 
upo' the President by this opposition

wewk-ned the President at the polls. 


I( patronage U the chief object of a party 
then the President is to blame for his 
own detent; if piitronwge ia not all that

eiiets 
for, then 
Clark- 


son and hia colleagues are responsible 
for the defeat. Mr. Olarkaon admits that 
Harrison's admiuistration, which hns to 
do with the people and not the office- 
seekers and bosses, was all that oonld 
b« desired. He says: "As a president 
Qan. Harrison has shown in all purely 
public ways or teeta such supreme evi- 
dence of antnal greatness that he will 
rank in hi-itory as the intellectual equal 
of the ablest of the presidents." This 
being true the country will not likely 
look wiih favor upon the opposition 
bnaed on patronage which prompted 
Clttrkson and others to organize a cru- 
sade against the president which had its 
injurious effect at the polls. The people 
have little concern about offijial patron- 
age and ita disappointments, and had 
these disappointed men kept their hands 
off the result of the November election, 
according to CUrKson's own theories 
might huvebetn different. 


Mr. Olarkson forgets that the Repub-

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


[from (Mr Regular correspondent.} 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6,1893. 


The president has heard the official 


proposition niede by toe commissioners 
from tho new provisional government of 
Hawaii for annexafon cf that country 
to the United States, and 19 now, with 
his usual thoroughness and care, study- 
ing the question, in all its bearings, in 
order to make up tie mind whether he 
will take Fry steps toward annexation, 
make any recommendations to congrees, 
or leave the whole matter for the incom- 
ing administration and congress. Before 
the cninmif,sionera arrived it was thought 
probable, indeed it wns informally agreed 
that a treaty by which the United States 
took the Republican government of Ha- 
waii under its protection would be about 
the proper thing for the present, leaving 
annexation to fo low, an it unquestionably 
would have done in a few years. But 
when the ultimatnm of the comnjissionerB 
—annexation or nothing—was received, 
the situation was changed. The presi- 
dent and all of his cabinet are favorable 
to annexation, but as it would have to be 
preseded by congressional legislation, 
and the life of the present administration 
and congress ia so nearly spent it may be 
deemed advisable not to begin what 
would probably have to be finished by 
tbe new oocgrces and administration. 
A decision will probably be reached in a 
few days. The Ha vaiion fag—red, white 
and blue stripes, with a red cross in the 
corner—ia flying from tbe top of tbe 
hotel at which tbe Hawaiian oommis- 
s.oners are quartered. There is nothing 
foreign-looking about the members of 
this commission. 


A determined effort is being made to 


secure some silver legislation on a com- 
promise basis before the session closes. 
Dan Lamont and Don .Dickinson are. 
here in the interest of the new adminis- 
tration, and to submit to the silver men 
several propositions for a com prom se, all 
of them involving a suspension of the 
purchase of silver by tbe government. 
They say that if their efforts are not suc- 
cessful an extra session of Congress will 
certainly be called. 


Thw bill authorizing the expenditure of 


$50,000 in the preparation of an exhioit 
for the World's Fair, showing the pro- 
gress of the colored race since 1863, has 
been favorably reported to the House, 
and the favorable manner in which it is 
spoken of by members indicates that it 
may pass, but owing to the crowded con- 
dition of the calendar, action on no 
measure is certain. 


Probably no single aoiion of the Pres- 


ident during his term has been more 
tilked about than tho nomination of 
Judge Howell E. Jaokaon, of Tennessee, 
au able jurist, but an uncompromising 
Democrat, to suooeed the late Justice 
La mar on the bench of 
the United 


States Supreme Court. The President 
had stated to a cumber of gentlemen 
hia intention to nominate a Republican, 
and such waa his intention until the day 
bafore he nominated Judge Jackson, and 
tbe oanae of his change of mmij was a 
notifijatiou hs received to the effect that 
twelve republican Senators would vote 
with the Democrats against the confir- 
mation of any Republican he mi«ht 
nominate. The recoil given by most, of 
these Republicans waa that an attempt 
to force ths coufirmatijn of a R»puoli- 
oan would result in either tieing up the 
Senate for the rest of the session, or the 
adoption of the oloture rule,and that they 
would not take any chances of either. 
Contrary to precedent Judge Jecksan's 
nomination has been referred to a com- 
mittee. It haa been customary to con- 
firm the oomiua ion of ex-senators with- 
out referring them to committees. Judge 
Jackson, although a Democrat, is not a 
boliever in the doctrine of state's rights. 
Democratic Senators say privately that 
his confirmation depends 
npon

Judge Howell E. Jackson, of Tennes- 


see, just promoted by President, Harrison 
from the United States circuit court (to 
which he was appointed by Cleveland) to 
the Supreme bench, is a Democrat, and 
was born at Paris, Henry county, Tenn,, 
April 8, 1832.

The Democrats in the legislature have

We believe that the fret) com- 
mon schools of Illinois are one of the 
chief bulwarks of tue stato and the safe- 
guard of the liberties of the cinzsn, and 
that every attack upon the system of 
free schools, whether direct, or indirect, 
secret or open, should be reeialed and 
repelled by every means within the 
power of the state or the people. We 
beneve that it IB the right and duty of 
the state to require parents, guurdie-ns 
and all others having children of school 
age utider tlieir control to cause such 
children to be educated in the elemen- 
tary brunches of leading. Tiie duty of 
tduoutiug such children reels primarily 
upon UiB purent or guardian, and in the 
discharge of that duty the parent or 
guardian ehonld l e left free to choose in 
what school or schools they will educate 
their dhildren. 
W here citizens, churches 


or congregations establibh and maintain 
schools with their own money 
they 


should be allowed to manage and control 
such schools in their own way, provided 
that in doing so they violate no public 
law or duty, aud do not become disturb- 
ing elements in society. So long as these 
conditions are observed no school officer 
or other authority should be authorized 
by law to interfere with such schools. 
We stand ready now nnd at all times to 
vote for a law in harmony with the fore- 
going propositions or prm.ipks and at 
Lhe sume time to vote for the repeal of 
the present compulsory school law of 111- 


ois. 
"We are unalterably opposed to the 


appropriation of public money for the 
use of any private school, and to any and 
ail legislation in regard to the education 
ot children; but we steadfastly bold to
